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Rules Committee The House Rules Committee still refuses to permit the 
Still Holding Up Housing Bill (the House version of S. 4035) to go to the 
Action on Housing House floor for action. Unless the committee changes its 


attitude and grants such permission within the next three 
or four days, there will be no housing legislation at this session of Congress. 

The results would be that there will be no possibility of initiating a program of 
loans for academic buildings, and there will be no new funds for the existing College 
Housing Loan Program until sometime in the spring of 1959. The amount remaining for 
allocation as of August 1, according to an announcement from the Community Facilities 
Administration, was only $11,720,000.
